The president and secretary of said 
three corporations signed said agree- 
ment without the authority of a vote 
of the stockholders or board of direc- 
tors of either of said corporations. 
The arbitrators chosen to determine 
the values and relative values of the 
several properties covered by this 
agreement were Peter K. Thorn and 
T. W. Orbison of Appleton and Krank 
T. 
Russell of Neenah, Wisconsin. 


The agreement was drawn by Lawyer 
Hooper of Oshkosh, and he was the 
lawyer who furnished legal advice to 
the three arbitrators in their work. 
The arbitrators delivered their de- 
cision to a meeting of the signers ol 
this agreement at the office of Gardner 
it liaynor in this city on the 13th day 
of February, 1895. At that meeting 
the decision of the board of arbitrators 
was so unsatisfactory to Xash brothers 
that they 
promptly gave notice of 


their withdrawal from said agreement 
and were never a f t e r w a r d in any way 
connected with any of the consolida- 
tion proceedings.

The case was tried before 


Judge Bardeen and had a. sensational 
ending. 
When the trial of the case 


was nearly over it developed that Mrs. 
Bensley had left 
as heirs twice as 


many brothers and sisters as had been 
supposed 
and hence that, the fore- 


closure proceedings against her pro- 
perty had 
failed to give full title. 


The. action was dismissed by the plain- 
tiff and Nash brothers had judgment 
for costs. 


It was thought that such an under- 


standing had been 
reached by the 


parties that further litigation would 
be avoided. A new foreclosure action 
on another mortgage against the Bens- 
sley property 
was promptly begun 


after the termination of the first suit 
against Nash brothers and was not 
concluded until June, 1897. 


Disagreements arose between the 


parties who had deeded their property 
to The 
Consolidated 
Water Power 


company and in March, 1898, W. 15. 
Mack brought an action in the United 
States circuit court at Madison tore- 
coyer back his property. This case on 
demurrer finally reached the U. S. 
court of appeals at Chicago, which 
held with Mack overruling defendant's 
demurrer. Subsequently MacKinnon 
brought a like action in the same court 
to recover back his property. These 
cases were all linally settled by a sale 
of their properties to Johnson and 
Witter, Spencer had in the meantime 
died and his administrator sold his 
stock to Mr. Witter. 


About the first of September, 1899, 


the 
present 
action 
was 
brought 


against T. E. Nash, who had a short 
time before acquired the full interest 
in Nash brothers' property. The case 
was tried last April before the late 
Judge Wyman and his decision in the 
case is familiar to all our people. The 
supreme court does not pass on all the 
points raised by the defendant in his 
defense to the action, but does pass on 
all which in any way affected his con- 
duct of Nash brothers. 
Mr. Nash con- 


tended that when he withdrew from 
all further proceedings on this matter 
of consolidation, February 1.5, 1895, he 
had a right to do so. On this point 
the supreme court fully sustains his 
position. They say in part. "We arc 
constrained to the conclusion that on 
February 1,>, 1895, the .so-called con- 
tract of July 16lh, 1S94, had not been 
signed and executed by the three cor- 
porations whose names had been af- 
fixed thereto without authority, aim

to withdraw at 


their option; that they did so in an ef- 
fective manner by notification to all 
of the parties interested of their re-

200 bushels has been spoken for but as 
the company would like to ship in.a 
full car load of 50H bushels, farmers 
should loose no time in placing their 
orders for what seed they want.

What Has Been Done by Premier 


Greenway, Himself a Lead- 


ing Farmer. 


llou. Thomas Greenway, Premier of 


the Province of Manitoba, erne of the 
foremost fanners of Western Canada, 
writes ail excellent article to the press, 
from which the following extracts ar< 
made: 


The writer came to Manitoba from 


Omario in the autumn of 1-STH, ami has 
ever since beeu engaged in agricul- 
tural pursuits. From the Jay, nearly 
twenty-two years ago, when he select- 
ed bis homestead, ho has had unbound- 
fd faith in the country ns a place where 
farming can be successfully carried 
on, if pursued upon proper lines. There 
Is a large number in this province who 
should rather be called "wheat grow- 
ers" than fanners.

Upon 
the farm there should bo found horses, 
cattle, sdict-p, hogs and poultry, accord- 
lug to tho ability of the farmer—with 
respect to his means and the extent of 
Ills holding. The wanton waste which 
has hitherlo been practiced by many 
farmers, that of burning vast quanti- 
ties of excellent fodder after threshing 
Is done, should cease; It should all be 
used upon the farm and converted Into 


he old, sensible kind of fertilizer ma- 
ure, and afterwards lie returned to 
he soil, so that what lias lionn taken 
rom It by the crop may be restored. 
\llhough admitting that the great nut- 
ii-Ml fertility of tho soil in Manitoba

The designation of the day for hold- 


ing the presidential election is left to 
congress. The lirst act passed by it re- 
lating to thut subject wus In 171)2. It 
provided 
that 
presidential 
electors 


should be appointed "within 3-1 days 
before the lirst Wednesday in Decem- 
ber." This left each state free to select 
a day to suit Itself within those limits. 
Pennsylvania chose electors on the last 
Friday iu October. Other states elect- 
ed theirs on different days between the 
beginning and middle of November. 


When Harrison was elected In 18-10, 


the Democrats asserted that his suc- 
cess was due partly to fraudulent vot- 
ing, which was made possible by the 
lack of a'dellnitc election day. It was 
alleged that Kentucky aud Ohio Whigs 
had voted In both states, the election 
being held on different days. 
So iu 


1845 the Democrats passed the law 
now on the statute books making the 
Erst Tuesday after the first Monday 
election day. 
. 


At that time but five of the 2(! states 


bad their elections in November. 
In 


Michigan and Mississippi voting wag 
carried on through two days—the first 
Monday and the following Tuesday. 
New York had three election days—the 
first Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
day—but had finally confined voting to 
the middle day, or the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday. Massachusetts 
chose state officers on the second Mon- 
day in November and Delaware on the 
second Tuesday. So congress selected, 
the first Tuesday after the first Mon- 
day to consult the convenience of three 
states out of flve, one of the three be- 
ing the important state of New York.— 
Chicago Tribune.

his labor in some particular case, and 
nol be aware that it is not the best 
that could have linen obtained if his 
work had been systematic and thor-

•adesmen bow long it took them to 
earn their trade. The answer would 
ange from one to five years.

of 30 or 40 they do not know how to 


arm so as to obtain remunerative re- 
sults. There is no place where it pays 
better to have all things done at the 
iroper lime than on the farm. The 
failure of the crops, the tin fertility of 
the soil, the condition of the stock and 
an almost endless number of leaks on 
the farm are traceable to the lack of 
knowledge of the farmer.

The agreement was drawn bv Lawyer 
Hooper of Oshkosh, and he v.-as the 
lawyer who furnished legal advice to 
the three arbitrators in their work. 
The arbitrators delivered their de- 
cision to a meeting- of the signers of 
this agreement at the office of Gardner 
& Gaynor in this city on the 13th day 
of February. 1895. At that meeting 
the decision of the board of arbitrators 
was so unsatisfactory to Xash brothers 
that they promptly gave notice of 
their withdrawal from said agreement 
and were never afterward in any way 
connected with anv of the consolida- 
tion proceedings. 


Mrs. Bensley died in 1S89, and at 


the time the agreement for consolida- 
tion was signed a judgment of fore- 
closure on a mortgage was entered 
against the Bensley property and a 
sale by the sheriff of the coanty of the 
Beasiey property was had in April, 
1895, and Hooper of Oshkosh bought 
the property. It was then thought by 
our people that he vras to become per- 
manently interested in this water- 
power, but he sold the property on 
May 15, 1895, to Johnson and Witter 
for a sum less than he had paicl for 
it. 


In June of the same year an action 


was brought on this agreement in the 
circuit court of this count}- to compel 
Xash brothers to deed their property 
to, the Co~ns~olidated~W^rer'Povrer~com- 
pany. 
The case was tried before 


Judife Bardeen and had a. sensational 
ending-. When the trial of the case 
vras nearly over it developed that Mrs. 
Bensley had left as heirs twice as 
many brothers and sisters as had been 
supposed 
and heace "that the fore- 


closure proceedings against her pro- 
perty had failed to give full title. 
The action was dismissed bv the plain- 
tiff and ZSTash brothers had judgment 
for costs- 


It was thought that such an under- 


standing- had been reached by the 
parties that further litigation \vould 
be avoided. A new foreclosure action 
on another mortgage against the Bens- 
sley property was promptly begun 
after the termination of the first suit 
ag-ainst Xash brothers and vras not 
concluded until June, 1897. 


Disagreements arose between the 


parties who had deeded their property 
to The Consolidated Water Power 
company and ia March. 1898. W. E 
Mack brought an action in the United 
States circuit court at Madison to re- 
coyer back his property. This case on 
demurrer finally reached the U. S. 
court of appeals at Chicago, -which 
held with Mack overruling- defendant's 
demurrer. 
Subsequently MacKinnon 


brought a like action in thesamecourt 


of Lincoln, where they had been re- 
siding in an old logging camp. The 
family consisted of Alfred Cox and 
his sister, five children and Charles 
Payne.

little short of bestial and when the 
officers visited the place they found the 
five children grouped about a stove on 
the bare ground and the \oungest one.

ELECTION DAY. 


How It C»me to Be Tuesday After 


Flr*t 3Ion«laj- In Xovembeif. 


The designation of the day for hold- 


ing the presidential election is left to 
congress The first act passed by it re- 
lating to that subject was in 1792. It 
provided that presidential electors 
should be appointed "withia 34 days 
before the first Wednesday in Decem- 
ber."' This left each state free to select 
a day to suit itself within those limits., 
Pennsylvania chose electors on the last 
Friday in October. Other states elect- 
ed theirs on different days between the 
beginning and middle of November. 


When Harrison was elected in 1840, 


the Democrats asserted that his suc- 
cess was due partly to fraudulent vot- 
ing, which was made possible by the 
lack of a-"definite election day. It was 
alleged that Kentucky and Ohio Whigs 
had voted in both states, the election 
being held on different days. So in 
1S45 the Democrats passed the law 
now on the statute books making the 
firsr Tuesday after the first Monday 
election day 
.— 


At that time but Sve of the 26 states 


had their elections in November. In 
Michigan and Mississippi voting was 
earned on through two days—the first^ 
Monday and the following Tuesday. 
Xew York had three election days—the 
first Monday. Tuesday and Wednes- 
day—but had finally confined voting to 
the middle day. or the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday. Massachusetts 
chose state officers on the second Mon- 
day in November and Delaware on the 
second Tuesday. So congress selected, 
the first Tuesday after the first Mon- 
day to consult the convenience of three 
states oat of five, one of the three be- 
ing the important state of New York.— 
Chicago Tribune.
